What’s New this Week

* Quadriga level floor: New quarry tile installation complete.

* All exterior scaffolding has been removed from the west side of
the Capitol building.

* Installation of mechanical systems on the East Wing's third floor
are winding up. Preparations for wall framing and plastering are
underway.

* Architects assessing exterior stone on the Capitol dome for repair

and restoration needs.

* Demolition is 98-percent complete on the west end of the
Capitol’s south fagade. Repair and restoration of marble is 65-
percent complete.

* Demolition is 30-percent complete in the middle of the south
facade.

* Fine art at the'top levels of the Rotunda is being assessed for
conservation. '
